A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  June  11  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N. 
DeCosta.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot,  Selectman 
Michele  Bemier  and  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

At  7:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Mr.  Robert  Gardner  to  discuss  the 
upcoming  26th  Annual  July  4th  Road  Race.  Having  already  contacted  the 
Police  Chief,  Mr.  Gardner  assured  Selectmen  that  staffing  will  be  provided 
for  that  day.  People  from  all  over  have  been  calling  Mr.  Gardner  for 
applications  for  the  race,  he  said.  AD  of  the  money  from  the  race  goes  to 
ORR  graduates.  This  year  five  $1,000  scholarships  were  awarded  to 
graduates  going  on  to  college.  Selectmen  unanimously  approved  this 
request  to  hold  this  race. 

The  community  has  been  extremely  supportive  of  the  race, 
providing  water  from  hoses  for  those  running  the  race.

correspondence  for  the  week,  beginning  with  an  announcement  from 
Washburn  Electrical  Company,  Inc.  that  they  will  be  dosing  all  phases  of 
their  business  as  of  Friday,  June  14.

and  he  meant  something  to  the  residents  of  East  Marion." 

Mr.  DePina  —  who  previously  sent  a  written  request  to  the  board 
on  this  same  subject  —  said  he  felt  the  town's  policy  of  not  naming  public 
places  after  individuals  was  antiquated  and  needed  to  be  reconsidered.  "I 
feel  this  policy  should  be  reconsidered,"  he  said.  "(Bob)  grew  up  in  and 
around  that  park ...  he  not  only  grew  up  here,  but  he  contributed  something 
to  the  town.

the  park's  upkeep ...  it  will  recognize  a  community  in  Marion." 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Dennis  Luttrell  of  the  Buzzards 
Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAQ  to  discuss  the  Holmes  Brook  Stormwater 
Remediation  Project  and  the  overall  scope  of  the  proposed  retention  pond 
which  will  be  required  as  part  of  the  process.  Chairman  Dickerson  began 
by  saying  he  and  his  fellow  board  members  were  surprised  to  learn  at  last 
week's  Special  Town  Meeting  that  the  proposed  "lagoon"  or  "retention 
pond"  which  will  be  used  to  filter  the  stormwater  as  part  of  the  project  is 
quite  larger  than  they  were  led  to  believe. 

But  Dennis  Luttrell,  who  prefaced  his  comments  by  stating  he 
was  present  at  the  board's  request  and  only  as  a  representative  of  the 
BBAC,  said  the  scope  of  the  project  has  not  changed  since  its  conception 
nearly  four  years  ago.  "I  want  to  go  on  record  as  saying  that  I've  stepped 
down  as  chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission,"  Mr.  LutfM  said.  "I 
thought  that  if  the  (Selectmen)  had  a  problem  with  me,  it  might  foster  a 
better  working  relationship  (between  them  and  the  ConCom)  if  I  stepped 
down." 

After  presenting  a  brief  recap  of  the  history  of  the  Holmes  Brook 
project  —  which  was  selected  to  receive  a  grant  from  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  last  year  —  Mr.  Luttrell  said  the  BBAC  up 
to  this  time  has  been  proceeding  under  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  to  construct  two  "lagoons"  and  a 
third  educational  component  which  will  be  used  by  students  of  Sippican 
School  as  a  "outdoor  classroom"  But  further  work  on  the  project  ceased 
last  week  when  the  Board  of  Selectmen  stated  their  concern  over  the  size  of 
the  "lagoons"  to  be  used  —  especially  those  located  behind  Taber  Hall, 
which  the  town  is  in  the  process  of  selling  at  the  present  time.

Residents  and  other  board  members  were  present  at  the  meeting, 
most  of  whom  stood  firmly  on  either  side  of  the  issue.  "I  don't  understand 
how  (the  Selectmen)  are  so  uninformed  on  this  project,"  said  Edwin  "Ted" 
Pratt.  "A  lot  of  work  has  gone  into  establishing  a  cooperative  and  inclusive 
project ...  which  is  bound  to  be  productive.  But  you've  dearly 
misrepresented  the  facts  here." 

But  Selectman  Winters  said  there's  always  been  some  grey  area 
as  to  the  design  work  which  needs  to  be  done.  "When  I  came  on  the  board 
in  1993,  the  presentation  (on  Holmes  Brook),  as  I  recall  it,  left  the  better  part 
of  the  brook  intact,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Luttrell  said  that  no  definitive  design  has  been  prepared, 
although  they  have  discussed  possible  options  for  the  project  —  one  of 
which  would  require  the  acquisition  of  up  to  one  acre  of  property  behind

Taber  Hall.  But  Mr.  Pickles  noted  there  is  only  1.2  acres  of  property  behind 
Taber  Hall.  Chairman  Dickerson  also  added  that  there  is  a  deed  restriction 
in  the  town-owned  Holmes  Woods  which  precludes  them  from  selling  the 
property  or  making  any  major  changes  in  the  overall  appearance. 

"What  I'm  concerned  about  is  having  something  like  Sprague's 
Cove  planted  in  the  middle  of  the  village,"  Selectman  Winters  said. 

Selectman  Schaefer  seemed  to  think  that  much  of  the 
misunderstanding  centered  around  the  term  "lagoons,"  which  immediately 
reminds  people  of  the  recently-constructed  Sprague's  Cove  Stormwater 
Remediation  Project  near  Silvershell  Beach. 

Mr.  Luttrell  then  offered  the  alternative  "wet  ponds,"  or 
"retention  ponds"  to  describe  what  was  being  proposed.  He  also  stressed 
that  this  is  an  ongoing  process,  and  their  next  step  would  be  to  prepare  a 
design  which  would  come  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  be  presented 
in  a  public  meeting  forum  so  that  abutters  could  provide  input. 

Frank  Germano  —  who  recently  took  over  the  chairmanship  of 
the  ConCom  after  Mr.  Luttrell  stepped  down  —  said  he  initially  was 
opposed  to  the  stormwater  remediation  projects,  until  he  witnessed  the 
results  of  Sprague's  Cove.  "At  first  I  was  against  (Sprague's  Cove),"  he 
said.  "But  now  I've  seen  the  levels  of  (fecal  coliform)  radically  decreased. 
We  need  to  seriously  consider  what  we  are  going  to  do  at  Holmes  Brook ... 
it  is  the  single  largest  source  of  pollution  into  Sippican  Harbor." 

Resident  Geoff  Lafond  expressed  his  dismay  over  what  seems  to 
be  a  difficult  project  to  pin  down.  "I  think  the  town  was  trying  to  affect  an 
important  sale  (at  Town  Meeting)  the  other  night),"  Mr.  Lafond  said.  "And 
as  an  abutter,  I'm  concerned  about  this  project  which  I  can't  seem  to  get  my 
hands  around.  I'm  not  opposed  to  cleaning  up  the  stormwater  runoff ...  but 
it  makes  no  sense  to  me  to  sacrifice  a  wood  lot  to  save  water." 

Yet  others  felt  that  the  two  issues  —  the  sale  of  Taber  Hall  and 
the  proposed  Holmes  Brook  project  —  were  being  used  as  political 
footballs.  "I've  seen  the  Board  of  Selectmen  twice  assailed  and  hit  with 
Molotov  cocktails  by  one  person  who  wore  several  hats  in  town,"  resident 
Tyler  Blethen  said,  referring  to  Mr.  Luttrell.  "Dennis,  why  didn't  you  bring 
this  information  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  prior  to  the  (Special  Town

Meeting)?  Why  did  you  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  bring  it  up?  I,  for  one, 
am  glad  to  hear  that  you've  stepped  down  as  chairman  of  the  Conservation 
Commission." 

"I  think  everyone  has  to  try  and  put  this  behind  us,"  Mr.  Pratt 
said.  "This  growing  tension  (between  town  boards)  has  effected  an  awful 
lot  of  people  in  town.

Rochester  Annual  Town  Meeting 

June  10, 1996

Town  Moderator  William  Chamberlain  called 
the  Rochester  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  order  at  7:46 
pm  on  Monday,  June  10, 1996  having  reached  a 
quorum  of  some  218  voters.  Among  those  present 
were  Selectmen  Chairman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes, 
Selectman  David  Hughes,  Selectman  Richard  Cutler, 
Town  Counsel  Everett  Marder,  Finance  Committee 
Chairman  Patricia  Ryan,  Town  Clerk  Naida  Parker, 
and  Police  Chief  Walter  Denham. 

Ms.  Parker  motioned  to  change  the  following 
in  ARTICLE  2  of  the  warrant:  amending  the  Town 
Clerk's  salary  from  $8,000  to  $8,500;  amending  the 
Tax  Collector's  salary  from  $8,000  to  $8,500;  and 
amending  the  Highway  Surveyor's  salary  from 
$40,000  to  $41,500.  With  these  changes  approved, 
Town  Meeting  passed  ARTICLE  2  via  majority  vote. 

Under  ARTICLE  3,  voters  considered  the 
town's  General  Operating  Budget,  including  town 
employee  salaries.  The  recommended  salaries  for  the 
listed  members  of  the  town  in  the  appendix  to  the 
warrant  were  read  aloud.  Any  questions  which 
voters  had  on  specific  line  items  were  "held"  until 
the  end  for  discussion. 

The  following  salaries  were  held  for  further 
discussion  —  General  Administrator,  Town 
Accountant,  Assessor's  Expense  Account,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Dog  Officer,  Highway 
Surveyor,  and  Park  Department.  After  making  some 
minor  changes  in  salary  amounts,  voters  approved

Under  ARTICLE  13,  voters  debated  the 
merits  of  hiring  an  additional  lifeguard  for 
Silvershell  Beach  in  Marion.  Marion  asked  Rochester 
to  contribute  a  lifeguard  to  the  beach,  as  Rochester 
residents  share  beach  rights  with  Marion.  A  motion 
was  made  to  raise  $2,700  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
the  additional  lifeguard  for  Silvershell  Beach.  The 
article  was  passed  via  majority  vote. 

In  a  related  matter,  voters  were  asked  to 
allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  charge  user  fees  for 
Silvershell  Beach  under  ARTICLE  14.  This  article 
was  also  approved  with  a  vote  of  100  to  73. 

Under  ARTICLE  19,  voters  were  to  be  asked 
to  consider  changing  the  personnel  policy  to 
incorporate  tenure  into  making  reappointments. 
However,  the  article  was  tabled  without  debate. 

Much  attention  was  given  to  ARTICLE  26 
and  ARTICLE  27,  both  of  which  would  establish  a 
new  position  of  Executive  Secretary  for  the  town  and 
set  a  salary  for  that  position  of  $40,000.  Article  26, 
which  empowered  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
appoint  an  Executive  Secretary,  was  approved  via 
majority  vote. 

Under  Article  27,  there  was  a  little  concern  as 
to  what  the  Executive  Secretary's  duties  would 
entail.  Several  officials  supported  the  stance  that  the 
Executive  Secretary  would  be  hired  as  an  agent  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  he/she  will  do  the  work 
of  a  Town  Administrator.  The  article  was  also  passed 
via  majority  vote.

ARTICLE  39.  The  original  motion  of  this  article  was 
to  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,000 
for  the  purpose  of  road  and  drainage  repair 
throughout  the  Town  of  Rochester.  In  order  to  meet 
this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer  —  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  —  is  authorized 
to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  under  MGL  Chapter 
59,  Section  21 C. 

However,  the  motion  was  changed  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,000  for  the  purpose 
of  road  and  drainage  repair  throughout  the  town. 
The  rest  of  the  original  motion  was  eliminated 
because  it  was  a  "Proposition  21/2  override."  The 
amended  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Fourteen  of  the  articles  on  the  Town  Meeting 
warrant  were  unanimously  approved  by  voters, 
including  ARTICLE  10,  which  allowed  the  town  to 
refurbish  Engine  #3  for  the  Fire  Department. 
Twenty-five  articles  were  passed  via  majority  vote. 

Town  Meeting  also  agreed  to  table  several 
big  money  items  on  the  warrant,  including: 

•  ARTICLE  23,  which  requested  $39,650  for 
the  installation  of  a  complete  fire  alarm  system  in  the 
Town  Hall,  Fire  Station,  Town  Barn,  North  Fire 
Station,  Police  Department,  Plumb  Memorial 
Library,  and  the  Rochester  Memorial  School;  and

heads  and  faces  every  time  a  quick  move  was  made, 
possibly  because  they  have  been  abused  by  the  staff, 
he  said. 

One  of  the  main  goals  of  the  team  was  to  get 
the  college  students  involved  with  the  outreach  done 
at  the  orphanages.  "I  have  a  very  strong  feeling  that 
I  should  return  to  Romania,  where  there  is  still  a  lot 
of  work  left  to  be  done  in  the  orphanages.  The 
border  problems  Romania  was  experiencing  last 
year  have  been  solved,  so,  I  have  made  plans  to 
return  to  Romania  this  summer.  I  will  be  leaving  the 
United  States  on  July  24  and  returning  on  August 
7th.  The  mission  of  the  team  this  year  is  to  devote 
the  entire  two  weeks  to  the  orphanages  and  to  try  to 
get  the  college  students  involved  with  the  ministry. 
In  the  orphanages  we  will  be  teaching  Vacation  Bible 
School,  changing  diapers,  and  again  simply  giving 
the  orphans  love,  and  attention." 

Michael,  20,  will  be  a  junior  at  Boston  College 
in  the  Fall  of  1996,  majoring  in  Psychology  and  Pre- 
Medical.  Because  Michael  and  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Donna  Trott,  are  paying  for  his  education  with  the 
possible  help  of  some  scholarship,  he  is  in  need  of 
funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  his  trip  to  Romania  this 
summer.  The  trip  will  cost  $1,750  total,  $1,100  for  the 
plane  ticket,  about  $200  for  supplies  for  the 
orphanages,  and  about  $450  for  food  and  lodging.

Movie  Review 

Rock  and  roll  off  the 

assembly  line

•  The  Rock.  Starring  Sean  Connery,  Nicolas  Cage,  and 
Ed  Harris.  Directed  by  Michael  Bay.  Running  time:  129 
minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  8  in  North 
Dartmouth. 

About  The  Rock,  the  newest  model  off  the 
summer  assembly  line,  I  have  just  one  question:  why 
Alcatraz?  The  plot  —  concerning  a  terrorist's  threat  to 
launch  poisonous  rockets  at  a  major  city  —  could,  in 
theory,  take  place  anywhere.  But  Alcatraz  is  a  cool 
location  and  The  Rock  (the  nickname  for  the  long-defunct 
prison)  is  a  cool  title,  so  the  terrorists  set  themselves  up 
in  Alcatraz.  Makes  perfect  sense.  Hey,  it's  summer. 

The  terrorist  in  question  is  Ed  Harris,  a 
disgruntled  Marine  furious  at  the  government  for  their 
failure  to  honor  the  soldiers  who  died  under  his 
command.  Instead  of  going  on  60  Minutes,  as  some  real- 
life  military  men  with  a  similar  complaint  did  recently, 
Harris  points  four  missiles  loaded  with  VX  gas  at  San 
Francisco  and  demands  reparations  to  the  tune  of  $100 
million. 

So  it's  Sean  Connery  and  Nicolas  Cage  to  the 
rescue.  Cage,  a  chemical-explosives  expert,  and 
Connery,  the  only  man  who  has  ever  escaped  from 
Alcatraz  (well,  him  and  Clint  Eastwood),  infiltrate  the 
Rock  and  try  to  disarm  the  missiles.  They  also  make  sure 
to  get  into  a  gunfight  every  so  often. 

This  is  all  entirely  as  synthetic  as  it  sounds,  but 


The  Rock  is  an  amusing  package  of  mayhem.  I  wouldn't 
go  so  far  as  to  say  "entertaining"  —  director  Michael  Bay 
(who  did  last  year's  hit  Bad  Boys)  is  a  graduate  of  the 
MTV  Mixmaster  school  of  action  film  making,  which 
teaches  that  rapid-fire,  unscannable  editing  makes  the 
carnage  more  exciting.  It  doesn't,  and  much  of  the  action 
feels  thin  and  unauthentic.  Essentially,  if  you've  seen  the 
trailer  for  The  Rock,  you've  seen  the  movie. 

What  you  don't  see  in  the  trailer  are  the 
performances  of  Connery  and  Cage,  who  are  both 
reasons  enough  to  see  almost  anything.  Connery,  also 
heard  but  not  seen  in  the  current  Dragonheart,  has 
perfected  his  grizzled -old-lion  schtick.  No  other  actor 
can  match  his  wry  authority.  Yet  he's  also  in  something 
of  a  rut.  Connery  hasn't  been  really  surprising  since  his 
comic  turn  in  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Last  Crusade.  He's 
great  at  what  he  does  here,  but  he  needs  to  try 
something  else. 

Cage,  on  the  other  hand,  is  up  for  anything, 
whether  it's  munching  a  cockroach  in  Vampire's  Kiss 
(watch  for  the  in-joke  reference  to  it  early  in  The  Rock)  or 
drinking  himself  to  death.  In  The  Rock,  Cage  has  the  guts 
to  play  a  wimp  —  a  guy  who's  been  in  the  rear  with  the 
gear  too  long  —  and  he  hits  wild  notes  of  fear  and 
hysteria.  He's  the  sanest  man  on  the  screen,  and  maybe 
his  honest  performance  makes  Sean  Connery's 
testosterone  look  worse  than  the  film  makers  intended. 

As  for  Alcatraz  itself,  I  was  surprised  how  little 
was  really  done  with  it.  It  could  be  just  any  big  building 
with  catacombs  and  bars.  And  the  terrorists  could  be 
any  terrorists.  This  was  the  last  production  of  Jerry 
Bruckheimer  and  the  late  Don  Simpson,  and  like  most  of 
their  hits,  it's  thoroughly  impersonal.  The  Rock  will  likely 
make  Nicolas  Cage  more  bankable,  but  I  can't  work  up 
much  enthusiasm  for  it.  Its  box-office  glory  will  be  the 
latest  triumph  of  low  expectations  and  low  standards.
